THE GROWTH OF TRADES
UNIONISAL.
*In Epgland," says John Morley,

“trades unions have come to beas
much a recognizod institution of
society aa town councils or boards ol
guardians, Their leaders sit in par-
Liwment, their delegates dine with the
lord msyor. Labor, for a time con-
tented, is urging no fresh claims, and
cupital, having learced to respect the
strength of its copartner, refrains
from pressing demands caloulated to
provoke resistance.”

The United States is about entering
upon a struggle whoso ending in Eog-
land more thanp ton years ago, alter
more than a quarter of a century of
bitter conflict, is largely respounsible
for the existing friendly relations bo-
tween capital and labor in that coun-
try., Trades unionism in England was
for many years rendered illegal by
statutory enactmont. Long and dreary
lock-outs, strikea which depleted the
rescrves of capital, and wasted the
savings of labor, were mumerous and
often ropeated. The antagonism be-
tween employer jand employed, grow
out of mutual suspicion and injustice,
was fostered by the fears of the
publio. Wealth, which never hesi-
tated - to organize and  com-
bine to secure greater returns
on oapital, denounced as criminal
any cowbination of labor to effect an
improvement in wages, and a better.
ment in the condition of the laboring
classen, The terms of communist,
radical, incendiary, which are now so
treely hurling sgainst American trades
unions were used unsparingly agaiost
English organizations of workingmen,

wud their leaders were denounced as
social firebrands, enemies to society,
and leaders of a revolt against good
government, and the established prin-
ciples of & sound political economy,
The contests butween labor and
capital in Eogland carried on, on the
ope side by the great manufacturers
and on the other by the trades unions,
finally resulted in the establishment
of the principle of arbitration. From
the midst of the much feared trades
union avose such leadors as Joseph
Chamberlain and Joseph Arch, who
defended the principles of the labor
orgsnizations on the hustings and in

‘the publio halls, and finally ocurricd

their appeal to the doors of parliament.
Capital had always been in possession
of the public ear. Labor was now to be
hentd through the press in the politi-
; s and on the tloor of the
was & mighty one, had

torien galned by the Fnoglish trades
unions, were laws respecting the
tours of labor, the forbidding of
“truck shops” in connection with
mines and factortes, proventing the
employment of children, compelling
the supervision of workahops, faciorios
and mine=, and legalizing organizations
of labor for tha mutual benefit of their
members.  Parlinmentary commis
sions investigeted Iaborers’ homes,
pried into the ventilation and safely
of buildings in which labor was em-

sd- | ployed, and reported upon the average

earning capacity of different trades.
Employers wers brought to ses that
eonfidence could be brought to take
the place of distrust just as soon
ay omplyes woere convinced that
they would receive fair treatment at
the hands of their employers. Boarda
of arbitration were organized In every
branch of trade, composed in most
onsos of three man, one solected from
tho trades union, ono by the employer
and another by the two combined.
Within ten years one hundred and
thirty great strikes have been fatisfac-
torily setiled by theso courts, and
millions of dellars saved to the nation.
Trades unionism, no longer denounced
from pulpit and platform, now flour
ishes in the popular confidence, and
in the words of Mr. Morloy, “‘is as
much a organized institution of socie-
ty as town councils or boards of guard-
im."

Wo believe that the people of the
United States have no less reason for
confidence in the growth of Trades un.
fonism in this country than England
to-diay haa in her own labor organiza-
tions, The American workingman ia
much more at the meroy of his em-

ployer than the English-
man, The arrogance of capi-
tal hns been fed upon the

impotency of Iabor, Isolated unions
have been too wenk to make their in-
fluonce felt throughout the couniry
and a threatened strike in one siate
has been quickly suppressed on
this account, by an importation of
labor from anothor. The great need
of trades unpionism in the United
States has been combination and
organization, and towards this end
affairs are drifting very rapidly, The
“Kuights of Labor' is the first at-
tempt on a large soale to enable labor
to mect oapital on an equal footing.
It was founded in 1870 by seven Phil-
adelphin workingmen, Its ocontral
idea was the removal of trade bins
and craft distinctions in order to unite
all classes of workmen in defense of
the common interests of their order.
Thoe organization is simple. Each
Arade society in a town or village oan,
if it is sufficiently numerous, form
itself into & local assembly or lodge
of the Knights of Labor, or it can
unite with other local mocieties in
order to form sush an assembly.
Each of these locsl assemblies sends
delegates to tho districl assembly,
which electa and controls the execu-
tive board. Local assomblies meet
onco & week, district assemblies onon
n month, or, if need be, once a fore-
night., The grand sssembly meots
onee & year, Kach local assembly de-
votes 20 per cent of its net income to
 resistance or sbrikeifund, which is at
the dispusal of the executive board.
Women are admitted to the or-
ganization ns freely as men, nor is
it confined to the wage-earning claas,
All professionsl men but doetors and
lawyers are freely admitted. Saloon
keepers and bankers are excluded.
At present the Koights of Labor
boast 2,000 branches seaticred over
tho Union, and thelr number is daily
ingreasing, Defore entering into any
industrial conflict the execulive board
propose arbitration to the empioyers,
and in many cases they suoceed in
averting u strike. Wher, however,
their mediation fuils, they support the
strikers wilh contributions druwn
from every local uszembly in the asso-
cintion,

The headquarters of the knights of
Iabor are at Pittsburg; their strength
liea in the mining regions of Penn-

sylvania and in the western states,
In the east, owing to the prevalence
of the truck system—such at least is
the explanation of the secretary of
the order—and the keen competition
of French-Canadian labor, the knights
count but fow members, The follow-
ing is & summary of the leading
points in their programme:—'‘The
paseage of a lien law, the abolition of
the prison contract system, the pro-
hibition of the employment of ohil
dren under fourteen years of sge,
compulsory education, the passage ot
an employer's liability law, cash pay-
ment of wages at the ond of each
week, reduction of the hours of labor,
legialation for the reservation of the
public lands, the use of greenback
currency, anti-Chinese laws and »
government bureau for labor statis-
tica,” This ia a wide reaching
sohedulo some of the detais of which
aro open to discussion. The contral
idea, the abolition of strikea which
slways do more or less damage to
both labor and capital is one
that will meet with general
spproval, Buch au organization will
soon raise up strong men fitted to
guide its counsel and lead its members,
This was the case in England and it

wii. be the case in America. What

ciuses of the strifes and jealousios
which grow up between employer and
employe, and the means best adopted
to oause nnd maintain harmonious re-
Iations. In Fogland it was the tradea
unions which brought aboul a truce to
the expensive conflicta between manu
facturers and workingmen, and it may
be that in Amerioa the Kpighta of
Labor may succeed in accomplishing

the same ond,

WE MUST CRUSH THEM.,
Mr, Cameron is mad, very mad in-
deed, according to the dispatches from
Philadelphia, where the bosas of the
Pennaylvania republicans is grinding
his tecth overthe formidable revolt
within his party. ''I never saw the
senator in such a bad temper before,”
auid & gentleman who lives in the in-
terior of the state. *‘He fairly stormed,
and in his choicest terms of condem-
nation, ecmmitted the whole inde-
pendent board to the most torrid of
rwones, “D—n them all," he ex-
olaimed, “‘wo must crush them; we'll
give them ali the fight they want,
even if we have {3 go down with
oolors flying, as the 306 went down.
They must be crushed.” Mr, Cameron
has got a big job on his hands. He
is not tho first politician who started
out as a crusher in true dramatio
style and ended the play in the role
of “The Crushed Tragedian.” The
people, by which we mean the large
majority of voters who aubmit to one
man rulo and boss methods only until
the boss throws off the mask of a
party Moses, have always exhibited a
very strong reluctance to submit tothe
crushing process. Cameron'’s solestook
in trade has been his ability to crush
the expression of political sentiment
in Pennsylvania politica by weighting
down the nominating and elsctoral
machinery of the state whenever it
dared to oppose his will, Just at
present his stock has runvery low
and his best customers are patronizing
a rival concern which is pledged to do
a little crushing on behalf of the best
blood of the republican party. It is
barely possible that Mr, Cameron may
experience the sensations of the men
who tried to tickle the hind leg of the
mule with such disastrous results to
his personal appearance, but with a
substantial increase of his stock of in-
formation,

The general interest takem in the
political contest in Pennsylvania
arises from the feeling that in warring
agninst the Cameron dynasty the in-
depondent republicans are muking the
firat determined battle for a free and
unbridled expression of political
sontiment throughout the country.
Pennsylvania is not the only state
which is afilicled by unscrupulous
party leaders, or in which the voice
of the party upon questions of
public policy hss been systemat-
ioully throttled to advance the
personal ends of ambitions and cor-
rupt politicians. Nor is Penusylvania
the sole instance in which opposi-
tion to the crack of the bosses whip
has been met by the insolent retort
that public sentiment must be crush-
ed at all hezards in order to maintain
the supremacy of tho few at the ex-
ponse of the many, “*We must crush
them" is the cry of the bosses in
every state whero signs of revoll
aguinst party abuses begin to appear,
“We must crush them” is the re.
sponse of the political mackine of gor-
porate monopolies to all organizations
created to resist monopoly dictation,
and interfore in party methods, The
reply of intelligent and thoughtful
voters in every case must be that ot
the Pennsylvania independents, Pur-
ity in political methods, the free and
unrestricted expression of public sen-
timen$, and the assurance of truly
representative government must be
secured at all costs, If to accomplish
this end, it 1s neocssary to withdraw
from political organizations which

havo  outlived their usefulness
beowuso they no longer voice
the will of the mass of the

party whose name they bear, then no
other guurse remains but open reyolt.
The only way to overthrow bossism,
be it the bossism of unscrupulous
party loaders, or the tyrannical des-
potism of consolidated capital manip-
ulated by disreputable tricksters, is to
shear the locks from these modern
Samsons, The people will not submit
to be crushed, and when no other
alternative presents itself, will speed-
ily organize to crush the crushers,
